OVERTAKES HIM AT 1.4ST. 
Tbe trial of Edward H. Ruloff, the 


great sensational oriminel of the day, hag 
ended at last, and tbe prisoner in condemn- 
ed to tbe gallows by the most remarkable 
chain of circumstantial evidence on re- 
cord. This is not tbe first time, hon?»Yer, 
that tbe neck of tbe doomed man beg hung 
by a slender cord. 'He stands convicted 
before God and man of the. murder oi his 
wife and child. Tbe waters of tbe earth 
could not give up their dead, else from 
the depths of Seneca Lake, where it is be- 
lieved he entombed them, the bodies of 
his victims would have come forth to 
point tbe red hand of conviction and echo 
tbe verdict of sense and opinion that Bu- 
loff was guilty of tbe murder. The mark 
of Cain was then put upon him, that since 
baa tracked unmistakably bit) career of 
crime, and briuga him again to the bar of 
justice to answer tbe serious charge of 
murder.' This time be is mocked for 
a season by the vain—hope that cir- 
cumstantial evidence will not 
hang. 


The testimony of all the witnesses proves, 
however, to be revelant and well connect- 
ed. Tbe fact of murder having been com- 
mitted is unmistakable. The body can be 
produced «nd the guilt fixed upon tbe 
prisoner and the drowned accomplices. 
That the drowned men were accomplices 
iu the murder is established by a chain of 
positive and circumstantial evidence, in 
which the testimony of a large number of 
witnesses is corroborative. Their identity, 
from portraits taken after their removal 
from the nver corresponds with the de- 
ncription given of two of the murderers 
>aioro the bodies were found. The evi- 
Leiice showing that the drowned men 
•were Albert Jarvis and William T. Dex- 
ter is positive, and no, attempt made to 
contradict it. The fact of Ruloff* inti- 
nacy and acquaintance with theje men 
ms been established beyond contradiction. 
Je is proved to have occupied rooms with 
arvis for more than a year on Third av- 
mue, in this city, where burgliiro' tools 
were found. His intimacy with Dexter U 
also established unmistakably by proof 
that he wag in Dester's company in this 
city frequently; that he did business for 
Dexter as attorney under several aliases ; 
hat ho was otten at Dexter's house in 
Williamsburp, and Dexter sometimes at 
the house of Raloff. 
On the morning oi 


.ho 15th of August, thirty-six hours after 
lie burglary and murder, these three men, 
118 shown, were together in this city, end 
neither of them has been seen here since. 
A pair of shoes left by the murderers in 
Halbert's store has been identified posi- 
:ively as belonging to RulorT. It is also 
n evidence that Ruloff was seen in Bing- 
iamton on the afternoon and evening be- 
fore the murder, wearing those shoes. Tbe 
testimony is relied on that be was therein 
company with bin friends who were wpun- 
den while engflged in tbe burglary'and 
murder, and afterwards drowned. In the 
face of this testimony the prisoner asked 
that sentence be deferred and time allowed 
to review the evidence, end ask for a new 
trial. 
The penalty of death was pro- 


nounced, notwithstanding, and the' 3d of 
Mavoh next fixed »» the day of execution. 


What his defense will be when brought 


before the General Term for a new trial, iu 
February, as he is likely to be, it is easy 
to surmise. 


Already he has raised the question a* to 


whether the murdered clerk died from 
stoppage of the flow of blood by a bullet 
in the brain, or heart disease, brought on 
by the exciting melee. The right to shoot 
burglar, will bo questioned, and brilliant 
exhortations upon fhe eacrednees of a bur- 
glars life and'their rights of self-defence 
will be spun oif befoie the befogged jury ; 
and should it be shown, as it may be, that 
the urowned men met, their summary fate 
by reason of injuries sustained at the hands 
of tho brav'o clerks, this marvel of the 
erlmnal age will most likely turn the table* 
upon Burroughs, the surviving clerk, and 
piovu him the most culpable murderer of 
iho two. ITrom what hait'been proven of 
Ruloff a last career, and the remarkable 
genius developed during his recent ex- 
ploits, it/would not be at all out ofcharac- 
acter to hear of his .final acquittal, and 
piomotion to the front rank of the rascally 
pettifoggers who continue to be a crying 
di-erace to the profession of law.

Derricks, horsemen, vehicles, oil 
teams and tanks,great blazing fires waving 
around furiously, filled the picture before 
us ; and being Saturday we were informed 
not nearly tho usual number of persona 
were present. Of course the first object 
of attention waa the Canning well; this is 
worked and Has been from the fir.it as is 
wull known by the new motive power of 
gas coming from thu Beiitor. well, eight- 
toeu hundred feet distant by pipe. 


The great point established by the Can- 


ning well is the presence of the oil. Two 


Domestic animals, deer and birds, nocked 
to tho vicinity of the well iu gtoat num- 
bers, tho former from a desire for the salt 
that accompanied the water that was 
thrown out, the latter from some unknown 
attraction. 


For three or four years after tho burn- 


ing wall had been abandoned it remained 
untouched by any but those who wero 
visiting it from curiosity. Finally Mr. B. 
Benton at that timo and fcinco a resident 
of Oil City, attracted by the illumination 
on the sky at night paid it a visit, and im- 
mediately aftor obtained a lease from the 
company thai, owned tho land. In addi- 
tion to a set of tools in the well wero six 
huodrcd feet of tubing that bad been un- 
successfully fished for by tho parties who 
foimerly hold the well. This tubing- in a 
few days Mr. Bentou got out, but a set of 
tools was still in the well. Esther than 
to continue with tho old well Mr. Benton 
thought best to start a now one. On 
reaching the thii I sand in tho new well 
a greater force of gas was obtained than 
tho old ono had ever shown, without 
tho latter showing the least diminu- 
tion, and at no timo have the wells 
seemed to interfere with each other. Tho 
force of gas was so grenyhatit was found 
very difficult t > tube the new well; with 
tubing open ut Lolti onds tho hand of one 
man could raise and lower two hundred 
feet iu the well, and a swivel not-hold 
firmly, in the baud was flung through the 
top of the derrick, with great -force. 
At 


times this well -would throw oil with great 
force and volume, but there seemed not 
much room for anything to escape, but 
the gas and water coming in from above, 
however, about three barrels of oil, could 
bo depended upon daily, tho gas coming 
in from the upper part of the sandrock, 
•and tho oil oominsr from below, the latter 
was checked oil" 


Mr. Benton estimates tho pressure of 


gas as it comes from the well to be five 
hundred pounils to the fquareinch, it can 
be easily seen from .what it is now doing-, 
to bo immense. Tho gas is now running 
three engines by firing, put directly into 
the cylinders, lo the two Canning wells 
that are running, it is about eighteen hnn,- 
drc-d feot the gas is carried by pipe, to 
keep tlie gas and oil iu it from congealing 
in this pipe during the coid weather, small 
holes, about a quarter of an inch in diam- 
eter, every four rods havo been made in 
tho pipe, the gas on fire, from these holes 
bldxes six or eight foot'high, and three or 
*otir feet iu diameter; this keeps tho pipe 
and gas warm and tho passage free.

and tho complaints and apprehension* u* ^tOb Begion. 
general. Tho water register of Boston hat 
del tf 


issued a notice in which he says: "In con- 
sequence of tha daily increased consump- 
tion of Coohitaate water, the Coohitnate 
water board find it necessary, in order to 
keep np tha oupplr of water for domtxtio 
purposes, to shut oif the supply graated to 
manufacturers and others on Wednesday 
next, January 18,1871.™ 


The Boston Journal say* of thu: 
" The witter of the lake u four feet low- 


er than it was last year at this period, and 
the consumption of it seems to be greater 
this month than last, which is accounted 
for in the practice of many people letting 
th« water run over night to prevent its 
freezing. The foot of the conduit at the 
lake is fourteen feet under the surface at 
high water mark, and the water at the 
present time is only about fire and a hall 
teet above the conduit. If it should fa! 
two foot more, then tbe, manufacturers 
will have to suffer that domestic needs 
may be supplied. If the water, falls below 
toe month of the conduit, engines, or some 
othjr force will 
have 
to 
be 
en- 


ployed to lift it from the deeper places in 
the lake. Such engines are not in 
readiness, and could not be readily pro- 
cured. It is estimated that the manufac- 
tories, including distilleries, sugar-refiner- 
ies and railroads, use from two to three 
millions of the fonrteen million gallons 
daily consumed, and should the order be 
issusd shutting off the supply next Wed 
ne*day, from fifteen t» twenty thomianc 
artisans, mech-mics and working men an< 
women of all classes would be thrown on 
of employment. It is a calamity to be 
dreaded, and it is hoped that even the 
mo*t careless and thougbless •vrater-takei 
will be startled enough to use tbe wate: 
with care and prudence. Hundreds'o 
thousands of gallons might be saved in 
thin way every day. 


'•The lowoit point the water ever reach 


ed was in 1SG4, when it fell to four fee 
and ten inches. 
Eist Boston was then 


supplied; now, without Bist Boston, the 
water is down to within a very few inche 
of that point, and at tho recent rat* o 
conso.mpt-.ou tho supply will last only a 
few days longer. During the drought o 
18(54 arrangements were made to connec 
Dudley loud with the conduit, but before 
the actual necessity arose rain came in 
plenty. This year the supply in Dndle] 
and Dug ponds has already been gxhanst 
ed. So there is nothing to rely upon ex 
cept tho lake." 


The Troy Timfi prints this significant 
paragraph: 


"Toe Water Commissioners expect to 


be uble to furnish enough water for all 
necw>s3ry purposes within a day or two. 
Tho srareily which at present prevails in 
some portions of the city is due to the 
waste on the part of a large number of 
citizens. During the recent cold snap the 
water in some of the houses was allowed 
to run all night at full headway, and this, 
together with tha consumption in the day 
time, has used up more vater than the hy- 
drulia pump is able to supply. H people 
will study economy in the" nee of water 
for a short time, there need be no fears of 
A famine, but ' willful waste makes woe- 
ful wan:.'"
